Being appointed guardian to 
his nephew Jason, he sought 
to rid himself of the charge by 
inciting him to join the Argo- 
nautic Expedition ; tnis story 



explains the reason of his 
action ; 14, z, etc. 

l^inéAf , Phineus, King of Salmy- 
dessus, in Thrace, 17, 5 ; gen,

pottucf, PoUux or Polluces, a 
famous pugilist, son of Tvn- 
darus and Leda, and brother 
of Castor, in connection with 
whom, as the constellation of 
the Twins (Gemini), he served 
as a guide to mariners ; 16,

í)f icftjf, Phryxus, son of Atha- 
mas and Nephele ; 13, 4, etc.

SAtmAixíef f A, Salmydessus (now 
Midja or Midjeh), called Hal- 
mydessus in later times, a 
town of Thrace, on the coast 
of the Euxine (Black Sea), 
south of the promontory of 
Thynias (now Inada), 17. 4. 

SértJf , Zetes, brother of Calais ; 
Zetes and Calais were the sons 
of Boreas and Orithyia and 
were frequently called Borea- 
dae, and are mentioned among 
the Argonauts as winged 
beings. Their sister Cleopa- 
tra was the wife of Phineus, 
king of Salmydessus ; 16, 20. 

SimiDte5AX)en, pl., the Sympleg- 
ades, two rooky islands in the 
Euxine (Black Sea) that, accor- 
ding to the fable, floateíi about 
dashing against, and rebound- 
ing from each other, until at 
length they became fixed on 
the passageof the Argo be- 
tween them ; 18, 18, etc. The 
form in text is due to the 
German ^íw. form used by 
Niebuhr. 

CeAff Aite, Thessaly, a country 
in the north-eastern part of 
Greece ; 14, y ; 27, 13. 
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
